Sew  Tore.  Jan.  2S,  1S5L  Just  as  we  had 
begun  to  think  that  the  recollections  and  gossip 
of  that  interesting  period,  covering  from  about 
1835  to  the  last  decade,  had  been  exhausted, 
along  comes  one  of  the  most  interesting  vol¬ 
umes  that  it  has  given  birth  to.  This  sumptuous 
book,  with  its  large  type  and  wide  margins,  is 
made  np  of  extracts  from  the  journals  of  Caro¬ 
line  Fox  of  Pcnjeirick,  Cornwall.  At  present 
it  is  an  English  book,  being  published  in  Lon¬ 
don  by  Smith,  Elder  &  Co.  It  will,  however, 
be  published  in  this  country  by  J.  B.  Lippmcott 
&  Co.  as  soon  as  they  can  get  it  set  up  aad 
made  ready  for  the  market.  I  have  read  the 
Metternicb,  the  Remusat,  Talleyrand  and 
Melito  memoirs,  but  I  do  not  find  either  one 
of  them  more  entertaining  than  these  extracts 
from  the  journals  of  Caroline  Fox.  A  pleasant 
introduction  by  Mr.  Horace  Pym  tells  us  that 
Caroline  was  a  member  of  that  distinguished 
family  of  Quaker  Foxes,  whose  ancestors 
made  Cornwall  memorable  200  years  ago. 
The  attractions  of  this  family  .  must 
have  been  remarkable,  for  it  would 
seem  that  .every  lady  In  England 
worth  knowing  30  and  more  years  ago  visited 
them  at  Cornwall.  The  writer  of  this  jour¬ 
nal,  whose  charming-  free  forms  the  frontis¬ 
piece  of  this  book,  came  in  contact  with  these 
distinguished  people  in  her  earhest  youth,  and 
she  not  only  listened  well  to  what  they  had  to 
say,  bnt  wrote  it  down  while  it  was  fresh  in 
her  mind.  There  is  no  malice  in  hercomments. 
bat  there  are  innumerable  little  asides 
that  show  her  to  have  had  a  keen  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  great  people 
who  swum  into  her  ken.  For  instance, 
Southey,  she  tells  ns,  had  been  “delighting 
them  all.  rather  with  his  wit  than  anything 
poetical  in  his  conversation."  That  he  “is 
'  very  tall,  about  85  Years  old,”  and  “likes  mealy 
potatoes.”  And  again,  “as  we  were  sitting; 
after  tea,  in  the  twilight,  a  little  being  was  ob¬ 
served  at  the  door,  standing  hat  in  hand, .bow¬ 
ing  to  the  earth,  round  and  ronnd  and  round  j 
«^m,  with  eyes  intensely  twinkling.”  It  was

The  Mill  family  seems  to  have 
been  on  friendly  terms  with  the  Foxes:  Henry 
and  Clara  had  been  intimate.with ;  them  a  long 
time  before  they  knew  John.  Under-date  of 
March  16,  1S40,  Caroline  writes:  .  “His 

(Henrv’s)  eldest  brother,  John,  is  nowcoine; 
and  Clara  brought  him  to  see  us  this  morning.” 
Evidently  he  made  an  excellent  impression; 
for  she  writes:  “He  is  a  very  uncommon 
looking  person— such  acuteness  and  sensibility 
marked  in  his  exquisitely  chiselled  counte¬ 
nance;  more  resembling  a  portrait  of  Lavater 
than,  any  other  that  I  remember. 
Trig  voice  is  refinement  itself,  and  his 
mode  of  expressing  himself  tallies  with 
his  voice  and  countenance:”  Later  in  the 
month  John  Stnart  Mill  and  the  Foxes  made 
a walkingparty to visitacavernnearby.  Mill 
was  “foil  of  interesting  talk.”  A  shin  in 
fall  sail  he  declared  “the  only  work  of  man 
that  under  all  circumstances  harmonizes  with' 
nature,  the  reason  being  that  it  is  adapted 
purely  to  natural  requirements.”  John  Ster- 
nng.whowas  of  the  party,  was  also  interest¬ 
ing  in  his  conversation.  He  thus  describes 
Count  D’Orsay  coming  to  sketch  Carlyle:  “A 
greater  contrast  could  not  possibly  be  imagined  ; 
the  Scotch  girl  who  opened  the  door  was  so 
astonished  at  the  apparition  of  this  magnifi¬ 
cent  creature  that  she  ran  away  in  a  fright, 
and  he  had  to  ins  innate  himself  the  best  way 
ne  could  through  the  narrow  passage.”  Count 
d’Orsav  Sterling,  described  as  the  “most  fas¬ 
cinating  man  that  ever  was.  can  make  any- 
thingof  any  body  that  he  takes  in  hand,  and 
the  grand  mistake  of  Sir  Robert  Peel,  when 
the  lady  question  was  agitated,  was  not  putting 
in  his  hands  the  business  of  nego¬ 
tiating  it  with  the  Queen!”

What 
is  desirable  is  a  continuons  and  successive 
current  of  air  through  the  air 
box  and  chamber  sod  the  distributing  pipes  in 
the  different  pests  of  the  house.  Strange  as  it 
may  seem,  a  house  will  warm  more  freely 
when  all  tbe  door?  above  are  open  than  when 
an  effort  is  made  to  confine  tbe  heated  air  into 
any  particular  part  of  the  house.  The  more 
circulation  maintained,  the  better  the  bouse  ia 
heated.  Sometimes  there  are  complaints  of 
an  unequal  distribution  of  heat  through¬ 
out  a  bouse.  Some  rooms  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  furnace  win  show  a 
higher  temperature  than  others  separated  by 
onlvafewfeeL  In  such  cases  the  causes  are 
various,  but  they  are  generally  susceptible  of 
a  remedy.
